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So, you want to. be a writer? 
You want big money! You want 
fame!. You can do it if you have 
the ability, originality and perse- 
verance, But, there’s a skeleton in 
the typewriter. His name? Ye olde 
literary agent. 

If people could deal with one 
another. honestly there wouldn’t be 
any agents. But, let’s face it. There 
are literary lawsuits in progress 
every week across the nation. 

His, job is unique. Though the 
agent creates nothing and, manu- 
factures nothing, his most strenu- 
ous activity . . . slices a hunk of 
gold off the top, 10 per cent. 

In Hollywood, literary material 
is offered to the entire market. 
Any one of several offers to buy 
a property, is used in needling 
other prospective buyers. 

The New York literary agent 
hasn’t gone that far. The book and 
magazine publishers. insist that 
material; offered them should not 
be. offered to anyone else. 

The enormous complexity of 
literary business demands another 
two hands or more for the writer. 
Correspondence, and paper work, 
filing and digesting contracts, so 
confused by the ramifications of 
copyright are such that without 
help, the writer either wouldn't 
know how he stood or he wouldn’t 
have any time for writing. Ah, but 
our fast friend, the agent, steps in 
and looks after all those details. 

The agent has some usefulness, 
however. He must know markets 
and prices, act as a clearing house 
for info ion, give business ad- 
vice, and guard the writer’s. inter- 
est in copyright matters and: the 
sale of subsidiary rights. . 

From the simple fellow who 
needs the few dollars commission 
from your material: to buy his next 
meal, to the fast moving Hollywood 
agent, they perform the imperative 
duty. of “go-between.”” You. can fire 
an agent, but you're never finished 
with him. There’s always some 
story or two which has changed 
hands, sometimes from a_ screen- 
play, to a stage play, to a radio 
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‘| play, then. a novel, or vice versa, 
"| and each time, the agent you might 
Pi} have fired, will appear from no-
